BALTIC FLEET AND HONG.

Itis to be presumed that the Hongkong Go- 
vernment has not received from the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies the following warn- 
ing which has evidently been telegraphed to 
most of the British possessions that lie any- 
where in the neighbourhood of the possible 
route of the Baltic fleet. As received by 
HE. the Governor of the Straits Settlements 
this communication reads: “London, 7th 
December, 1904. Matter. most urgent. 
The Russian Minister states that the. Admiral 
in command of the Baltic Fleet telegraphs 
that fishing boats constantly cross the line of 
the Squadron by night without lights, render- 
ing his position ‘extremely difficult, which 
might lead to deplorable results. In view of 
the possibility of Russian men-of-war enter- 
ing the waters of the Colony, you should as 


| far as possible take steps to ensure British 


fishing boats carrying lights in order to avoid 
danger of o regrettable misunderstanding.” 
As we have already pointed out, there is no 
likelihood of the ficet ever passing into the 
China Sea and muctr less the vicinity of 
Hongkong, even though the Admiral per- 
severes in his endeavour to get North, 
This view is also taken by the dinga- 
fore Sree Press, who holds the opinion 
that these waters will not be used save’ in 
the case of bad breakdowns, or, at most, 
for the transit of small and slow craft.
